While tho train was running through 


this bleak ntrlp of country n heavy refrig- 
erator train, with tons of fresh meat 
packed In lt« long line of cars, was thun- 
dering along at groat speed a few miles 
bull Ind. John Dorsey was engineer of the 
freight engine, and, it is said, had 
orders to look our for the passenger 
train.

Engineer Connor stopped his train at n 
water tank two und ona-half miles west 
of this village, or midway between here 
and Boono Grove. As soon as be had 
loapod from his engine he threw up tho 
distant semaphore lamp, nearly half a 
mllo In his roar.

Tho two men leaped from their 
cab aml'tho crash came. The engine of tho 
freight plunged so far into tho rear Pull- 
man thnt Its upper works dropped olf In 
tho center the coach.

liovo the second heavy sleeper into the 
lay coai'h.whlch was reduced to splinters. 
Tho platforms of every car wore torn 
away and thus wrecked. The ends ol 
oaoli couch were broken like ogg-shells. 
Tho car' of tho freight train were hurled 
In wvory direction. Tho uppor works of 
tlio (Migluo were tornawav and the tender 
thrown across tiie track, and pilotl up for 
twenty rods about tho prairie were thou- 
sands of pounds of moat.

plnriod and misbort by the heavy timbers 
ami Irons of thu platform. One man, tho 
lioad of 11 Bohemian family, lay between tho 
bitKKagu-cnr and tlie day couch. A brake- 
roil luid boon driven through his nock, and 
thus Impaled bo ponshod, whllo his family 
lay writhing In frightful agony beside 
him.

death was Inevitable she closed her eyes 
as if in prayer, and wrapping her only 
free arm around the waists of the chil- 
dren lying nearest her awaiting the com.

From this unfortunate family but one 


member escaped alive. He was one of the 
sons, Herman by name, a bright lad 01 
fourteen, who managed to break out of the 
furnace just as his parents perished.

He is 
crushed about the bead, and i t Is thought 
he can not live till morning. 


A middle-aged Irish lady, who was in

The Presidential Party at Minneapolis. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn.,Oct. 11.—The presi- 


dential train was a trifle late in arriving 
here, the President having expressed a 
desire to go around by Fort Snelling. No 
stop was made there, but a salute was 
fired from the battery. It was one o'clock 
when Minneapolis was reached. An im- 
mense crowd had gathered on Washing- 
ton avenue in front of the St. Paul depot, 
extending for several blocks in either 
direction, and the vicinity was gay with 
bunting. 
As the train came to a standstill, Presi- 


dent and Mrs. Cleveland emerged from 
the rear car and were met by the out- 
stretched hands of Mayor Ames. Cordial 
greetings were exchanged, and ex-Con- 
gressman Washburn, Judge J. P. Bae, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army, 
and several members of the local recep- 
tion committee were introduced. 


Tbe members of tho Albion Club, one 


hundred and fifty strong, then formed a 
pathway through the crowd to the car 
riagts. The President, escorted by Mayot 
Ames, led the way with Mrs. Cleveland 
upon the arm of Mr. Washburn, following, 
The President's 
landau 
was 
drawn 


by four white horses gaily caparisoned, 
and once in the vehicle His Excellency 
lost no time in enveloping his nether ex. 
tremitles in n magnificent otter roU 
fringed with heavy gold laoe. 


Cheer after cheer went up from the 


spectators when the visitors came into 
sight, and they were continued along th« 
route to the West House by the thousands 
of people that lined the side walks, and 
the thousands more that were in vehicles 
or on roofs. The procession was headed 
by a detachment of mounted police, fol- 
lowed by companies A, B and I First Eeg- 
iment National Guard, while the Albion 
Club formed a special escort of honor. 


The decorations were not, perhaps, so 


elaborate or profuse as in some other cit- 
ies, but thore was no mistaking the genu- 
ine heartiness of the enthusiasm with 
which the President and his wife were re- 
ceived It took but a few minutes to reach 
the hotel, and the guests were, without 
further ceremony, conducted to the floral 
bower that had been prepared for theii 
coming. 


This afternoon there will be a drive 


around the city, while the formal welcom- 
ing 
ceremonies 
will be defered until 


the evening reception at 
the Exposi- 


tion. The committee has 
decided to 


signalize the occasion by not overwhelm- 
ing the President and Mrs. Cleveland 
with formalities, believing that he wants 
rest, and if he can get a little of it here he 
will look back upon the Flour City with 
grateful feelings. 


After resting for a few moments, the 


visitors partook of lunch, a serenade being 
meanwhile tendered by the famous Lib- 
erati Band, of New York. 


The President barely touched his lunch, 


explaining that his appetite had failed 
him, and before the rest of the party had 
concluded the meal he retired to his 
apartment and busied himsolf in corre- 
spondence. 


At 3 p. m. the reception committee put 


In an appearance to escort the party to 
drive. 
There were thirty cariiages in 


the 
procession, 
but 
before 
many 


squares 
had 
been 
gone 
over, 
the 


crowds and the inter-crossing of the 
vehicles from cross streets broke up the 
procession into fragments. Then the car- 
riages containing the committee and 
members of the City Council were hurried- 
ly driven through side thoroughfares in or- 
der to catch up to the head of the proces- 
sion,but the effort was useless,and in a few 
moments the procession on wheels was 
scattered in all diructions, only two 
carriages following that of the President. 
Tho route lay through 
the outskirts, 


where the homos of the wealthy are lo- 
cated, and here the 
occupants 
had 


gathered in groups upon tho lawns and, 
gave a cordial greeting to the party. 
Nearly every house displayed moreorless 
decorations, nnd there were flags in 
bushes and streamers in trees. 


Great crowds had gathered at the inter- 


sections of the streets, when the party 
neared tbe business section, and there 
were hundreds of vehicles, from farm 
carts to elegant phaetons, which had been 
driven in from the country for miles 
around, filled with people anxious to get a 
glance at the President and his lady.

when the party had reached the hotel the 
President in response to an urgent request 
decided to say a few words to the im- 
mense crowd below. He stopped out upon 
the second floor balcony of the hotel and 
was welcomed with cheers prolonged for 
for several minutes. 


After a brief speech of welcome by 


Mayor Ames, the President addressed the 
vast concourse as follows: 


FELLOW-CITIZENS • I have come from tha

land, and, h!u,uint like a rose, she was 
led forward by Mayor Amei. ".Speech," 
roared the crowd, but the first lady of the 
land shook her head, smiled, bowed to the 
right and left and then withdrew. 


Once again the visitors were escorted 


to carriages and, escorted by four com- 
panies ol the State militia, were driven 
through the crowded streets to the Exposi- 
tion. JTJ]ion its threshold Mrs. Cleveland 
was reminded ot the fact that last year, 
while in the Adirondacks, she had touched 
the lever which set tbe machinery of the 
Exposition in motion for the first time, and 
laughingly responded that she remem- 
bered the circumstance well, and that it 
was a great work to accomplish with so 
little exertion. 
It was rather laborious work for the 


ti-ed President and his wife to climb the 
frtairs to the top gallerv ,,£ the big struct- 
ure, where the platform had been erected, 
but they did not murmur. And Mrs. 
Cleveland was especially delighted whan 
she had reno'ied hor seat and looked 
down upon HIP thousnT da of men, women 
and children that packed the tiers.

fatal Ending of B Family Feud. 


GEimif, Ga., Oct. 12.-Information of 


the bloody ending of a family feud of long 
standing has just reached here. In tiie 
northwestern part of Monroe County, 
near the Spalding line, the Hands and 
Goins live. They are both families of in- 
fluence and respectability. 
For long 


years they lived peaceably together m 
a neighborly sort of way. 
Several 


years ago some local matter caused anos- 
trangment between the family. 
This 


feeling was nursed until intense hatred 
existed between the members of each 
family. 
Sunday afternoon, A. J. Goin 


and W. Hand, while going along the pub- 
lic road, met each other face to face. 
Some words passed between them. Ito 
bad fooling soon asserted itself, and m a 
few minutes both parties had drawn 
their pistols and begun firing at each 
other. Hand received a pistol ball in his 
right shoul der and in tho left side of his 
abdomen. Goin was shot in or near ttie 
center of the abdomen. After Goin had 
been shot and having put two bullets into 
the body of Hand, he took a step further 
and sent another ball crushing through 
Hand's head, killing him instantly. Goin 
Is not yet dead, but his wound is consid- 
ered fatal. 


A Petrified Fiah. 


BOSTON, Oct. 12.— In May last Mr. Luther 


F. Brooks, of the firm of Brooks & Pike, 
diamond merchants and mounters, came 
across a petrified fish, in Oregon and pur- 
chased it of a man who had just brought 
it down from tlie mountains. The finder 
said it came out of a ledge on top of the 
mountain near Portland, about three thou- 
sand feet above the level of the sea. The 
stonelfrom which it was obtained came off in 
layer's. At the time Mr. Brooks purchased 
it the tail of tho fish could be seen and 
that was all. He set to work removing 
the rock that covered tho remainder of the 
fish. He worked carefully and slowly for 
several Lours a day for six weeks, and 
•was rewarded by obtaining a fine speci- 
men o£ a petrified fish that is probably 
thousands of years old. 
The fish is about 


seventeen and n lialf inches long and six 
inches through the widest or thickest 
part. Tlie outlines of the tail are perfect 
and the small rib bones are us distinct as 
though they had just been jjlncpd thore. 
The upper and lower fins nre also plainly 
been, and rhe head has retaiund its Oia ie. 
The vertebral column is also cleai lv cle- 
linotl. The stone proper is oC a Iif,!it gray- 
isli tint, forming an excellent re ipf or 
background for the dark color of the (lib. 
It is not unlike a codfish.

Louis, was shot and severely wounded 
yesteiday morning, by Molvin Bnlclcx, a 
colored stevodoro. Monday Khea ordeied 
Biddox to unload some coal, and be re- 
fund. Thereupon. Shea discharged him. 
Biddox asked for his w»gos, and was told 
he -B ould receive them v* hen tii» boat v, as 
unloaded.

Bissell is fully six feet tall. He is the heavy 


man 'of the crowd, and he would weigh, I 
judge, 350 pounds. He has a big head on 
big shoulders, and is full of life and jollity. 


The two newspaper men who accompanied 


the presidential party are among the oldest 
of the Washington correspondents. 
Mr. 


Bickford has been for years with the Asso- 
ciated Press and be is the correspondent who 
has charge of its news in the United States 
senate. Bickford is tall, thin and refined 
looking. He has gray hair and mustache, 
and he is a man of considerable culture and 
an able writer. The other newspaper man is 
Mr. P. V. De Graw, who is the manager of the 
United Press at Washington. 


I see that William T. Crump, who was Gar- 


field's steward, is very sick in one of the little 
villages near Washington. 
Crump ruined 


his health in taking core of Garflold. and the 
government cut down his bill for extra ser- 
vices rendered from *S,000 to $300. Retold 
me today that he was beside Garfleld day and 
night during his last illness, and that he hurt 
his back in lifting tho president. 
He had to 


lay off work on account of bis ill health, and 
since then he bos had to wear a wide band 
around his abdomen and has not been able to 
bend over and pick up anything. His shoes 
have to be put on for him, and hie nervous 
system is such that the least excitement 
brings on a fit of sickness. He received 
$1,800 a year as steward and be served under 
Hayes and Garfleld. He told me once he did 
not like Arthur because he sat at the table 
till 13 and 1 o'clock of a night, and it took the 
servants till daylight to get the dishes 
washed. 
During Garneld's administration 


he 
kept 
notes of 
all 
the 
prominent 


people wbo came to the White House, and 
be has the bills of fare of every dinner which 
occurred during his administration. I donbt 
not he is sorry he ever entered the White 
House. Few of the men connected with Gar- 
field's sickness mode anything out of it. Dr. 
Bliss estimates that his attendance cost him 
from $30,000 to $60,000. He bad a practice 
at the time which was second to none in 
Washington and his income must bave been 
twice that of a supreme judge. Garfleld's 
illness took the whole of his time, and at its 
close be was so worn down that he looked 
like a ghost and be bad to take a vacation to 
recover his health. He estimated his ser- 
vices to Garfleld very low when he put them 
at $15,000, but the auditing board cut him 
down to $0,000, and he came back to find 
that his patients were pretty well scattered 
among the other doctors. He has not been 
in good health since Garfleld's illness and his 
condition was so bad last year that his life 
was almost in danger. This year he is better 
and his eyes aro bright, though his bair Is 
gray. 


I dropped into the treasury yesterday and 


looked at the workmen who are engaged in 
constructing the new vault. The treasury 
itself looks like a tomb. It has great somber 
columns down each side ot it, and the doors 
of its basement are BO cut that they look as 
though they were dug out of a solid rock. 
Everything about it is massive, and it makes 
me think more Of the Bank of England than 
any other building I have seen. It is made 
in the shape of a hollow square, with wide 
tiers of granite walls running around a court 
in the center. It is in this court that the new 
vault Is being built. Thick walls of brick 
and ceirent rise within, and tho vault will be 
above and not below ground. Its interior 
will be cut up into cells walled with iron lat- 
tice work, and the workmen ore now riveting 
the iron bars composing it together. These 
bare must be very strong, as the weight of 
the silver which is to be put in the vault will 
be immense. There was a portable furnace 
blazing away within the vault today, and four 
men were carrying red hot rivets and stick- 
ing them through tho holes which had been 
drilled in these iron bars. They were then 
riveted'with the pounding of a heavy ham- 
mer while a man held an iron mallet against 
tbeui at tbe back. Each of these latticework 
walls requires 2,600 rivets, and it will take 
moro than 100,000 of these rivets to fasten 
the iron work of the vault together. The 
vault is to contain $100,000,000, which is such 
an. immense, sum that few people can com- 
prehend it. It will give some idea of it to 
know that its weight will be 3,680 tons, or 
the weight of 85,800 men of 300 pounds each. 
Think of tho'heaviest man you know, and it 
would take 35,000 such men to weigh as much 
as does this silver. It would take 170 freight 
cars to carry it, and it would taka a train a 
mile and a quarter long to transport it. Its 
weight would be so much that six locomotives 
could hardly haul it, and if these dollars were 
laid out so that ono just touched the other 
tney would make a line 2,SOS miles long. If 
they were put into a floor, edge to edge, 
they would carpet ten times the area of 
the Capitol or more than thirty acres, and if 
they wore piled one upon another they would 
reach ninth move than 1.600 times us high 
as the Washington monument, making a 
solid column of silver more than 177 miJes 
high. A million dolUrs in silver is 1:0 small 
quantity, and when you pack 
.«100,(HK),OOU 


into a vault it has to be as strong as 8toue 
and iron can make it. To rob this vault will 
be a physical imimssibility. To tunnel into 
ifc . onw 
would 
have to go linger 
the 


whole treasnrj- building and 
he would 


bave to'drill through a floor of cement and 
chilled steel before be got to tho coin. 
The 


slightest noi^o would be sure lo be heard and 
the movement of u single bug with the im- 
menso weight above it would cauw such a 
racket ax to'bring the guards down upon him 
instanter. 
No attempt has, I think, ever 


been made to rob the United States treasury, 
and the safeguards about it ar« EO strong 
that none hue the craziett of men would 
think of trying it.

FLEET LOCOMOTIVES. 


A Novel Experiment on tbe Southern Rail- 


road of France. 


It is within the recollection of young 


raeu of this day that the horse which 
trotted a mile in 2:40 was one of the 
fast ones, and when talk of a steam 
locomotive making a mile in a minute 
was received with expressions of incred- 
ulity. To-day the limit for a locomo- 
tive is little more than half that ex- 
pressed in the phrase, "a mile a 
minute." 
Engineer John Hogan, on 


the Philadelphia & Reading Bailroad 
engine No. 134, fias driven it at the as- 
tonishing speed of a mile in thirty- 
eight seconds. Other engineers, with, 
Beading engines Nos. 206, 411, 96, 97) 
98 and 99, have made miles in forty- 
three and forty-four seconds. Hogan's 
speed is at the rate of over ninety-four 
miles per hour; those of the others are 
respectfully eighty-three and a half and 
almost eighty-two miles per hour. 
These high rates of speed were made 
under circumstances all of which were 
favorable to a successful test. 


These are extreme limits of high 


speed for short distances, but locomo- 
tive builders are emulous to inprease 
the speed of their machines so that an 
average speed of eighty miles per hour 
shall replace the old time limit of sixty. 


A novelty in the line of engine build- 


ing is just now attracting the attention 
of engineers and builders. It is a loco- 
motive designed by M. Estrade, u 
graduate of L'Ecole Poly technique, 
which is to be experimented with on 
the Southern lines of France. The new 
locomotive depends on its large sized 
driving wheels for its speed of seventy- 
eight miles per hour which it is ex- 
pected to attain. The engine, tender 
and coaches are fitted with wheels 
eight and one-half feet in diameter. 
The engine is of the outside cylinder 
type, with slide valve on top of cylin- 
der and all the gearing carried outside. 
The average speed which the locomo- 
tive is expected to make is between 
seventy-two and seventy-eight miles 
per hour with a train of loaded 
coaches. 


Of course if the French engine aver- 


ages the speed expected she will be 
«bre4a-make "spurts" exceeding any 
thing on record.^Boston Advertiser.
